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Much Routine 
Business Attended 
To By Council 

Only Want One Bus Parked on 
Main Street at One Time; D. P 
McDonald New Town Solicitor; 
Endeavor to Secure Resident 
Dentist. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Wednesday evening. 
Present Mayor Abouesafy, Coun¬ 
cillors Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, Lowe, 
Itymsay and Wilson. 

Mr. W. Filewich was present to 
ask council to grant him a “no 
parking” area in front of his main 
street business. He stated h e goes 
to work to shovel snow away from 
his business frontage in order to 
get his car parked in front of the 
premises. TTie moment the car 
drives away some other car drives 
into the open space and when his 
car returns it is uriable to find 
parking space close to his premises. 
No action was taken on appeal. 

Mr. A. Fraser was "present to \ 
present facts to council on his ash 
collection during the month of Oc¬ 
tober. According to the ash agree¬ 
ment, council holds in trust a cer¬ 
tain sum of money, in this case 
$100, which it can use as a safety 
measure should the contract ash 
man not properly clean up ashes 
and the town finds that it has to 
use the services of some other per¬ 
son to truck them away. 

At the end of October Mr. Fra¬ 
ser called for this “safety” money 
only to find that council had caused 
it to be held up. At the meeting, 
council told Mr. Fraser that a num¬ 
ber of complaints had been re¬ 
ceived due to non-removal of ash¬ 
es. Mr. Fraser countered that only 
two small areas in town had not 
been completed at the end of Octo¬ 
ber and that one more day’s truck¬ 
ing would have finished the job. 
Arguments pro and con lasted an 
hour until it was decided that 
council would consider the matter 
among themselves, having heard 
all Mr. Fraser’s side of the story. 
It was finally agreed to withhold 
$25 and give Mr. Fraser $75. The 
$25 represented two days work, 
based approximately on a 16-day 
month. 

The question of allowing two 
Greyhound busses to park on main 
street at one time was discussed 
at length. One councillor reported 
on a very near auto collision which 
he witnessed one afternoon due to 
the drivers’ visions being obscured 
until they were practically upon 
one another. It was agreed that no 
more than one bus be parked on 
main street at one time and that 
the Greyhound company decide 
which would be the most conven¬ 
ient, the eastbound bus to detour 
down the side of Zak’s store and up 
alongside the bus depot or the 
westbound bus to park west of the 
liquor vendor’s store. 

The icy condition of the streets 
and sidewalks came up for discus¬ 
sion.

ure to adhere to the by-law will 
result in penalties to guilty parties. 
The town policeman was instructed 
to enforce the by-law.

As 
a result Mr. Lowe, assistant super¬ 
intendent at Macleod, visited Cole¬ 
man and met in conference with 
the Mayor, union officials and mine 
officials. Mr. Lo\ve explained that 
no night operators were at present 
available, and that as possibly all 
knew the company operated on a 
seniority basis. It was the mayor’s 
contention that the matter would 
straighten itself out as more exper¬ 
ienced operators obtained their re¬ 
lease from the army and re-entered 
the company’s employ. 

The fire siren deal with the War 
Assets Corporation, Montreal, had 
been dropped. Efforts are now be¬ 
ing made with the Corporation at 
Vancouver to secure a suitable 
siren.

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The Need For Confidence 


IT IS NOW APPARENT that there are many obstacles in the way 
of permanent peace and security for the world and that the war has left 
many difficult problems which must be solved. Much of the responsibility 
of solving these problems rests with the “Big Three” of the United Nations; 
Great Britain, the United States and Russia, and a great deal of our hope 
for the future rests on the actions and decisions of these great powers. Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald, High Commissioner for the United Kingdom in 
Canada, dealt with this subject in a recent public address, in which he 
stated that relations between these three nations are of the utmost im¬ 
portance to the future peace of the world. At the same time, he continued, 
each great power has many vicious critics who seek to stir up suspicion 
and misunderstanding. As an example he recalled how the British people 
have been branded as “selfish reactionaries bent on exploiting weaker peoples 
for their own ends in an outworn imperialism.” 

In the same spirit critics have declared that the 
SnOllId LOOK people of the United States are materialistic and 
PqI* Jjjg Truth concernec * on ly with furthering their own interests, 

and that the Russians wish to promote world revolu¬ 
tion. Were all these estimates correct, the High Commissioner believed 
that little hope could be held for the future. Fortunately none of them are 
true, but it is important that people take the trouble to find out the truth 
about Such matters and that they form their opinions around facts which 
they know to be authentic. In regard to misapprehensions which exist in 
respect to Britain’s relations with her colonies, Mr. MacDonald gave some 
facts which shewed that there is neither political nor economic exploita¬ 
tion, both of which have been included in criticisms of the Empire. It has 
been said that the British wish to hold the Colonial peoples in subjection, 
yet the true facts in this connection are that the British Colonial Admin¬ 
istration has as its main purpose the training of these people to assume in 
ever-increasing measure the government of their own affairs.

Exchequer, Mr. MacDonald showed that this is 
wholely untrue and that, on the contrary, the Government in London 
receives no money from them. When the Colonies are unable to raise 
from their own resources sufficient money to promote their welfare, the 
taxpayers in Britain give them the necessary funds. In the last budget 
brought before the British parliament nearly 5,000,000 pounds, which 
amounts to approximately 200,000,000 Canadian dollars was provided for 
expenditure on development and welfare in the Colonies. This was only one 
year’s commitment, and it is planned that larger sums will he devoted to 
this purpose during the next ten years. The war was won at a tremendous 
cost in human sacrifice and suffering and in order that the victory may 
be permanent it is necessary that distrust and suspicion be replaced with 
confidence, and that we base our convictions on truth rather than on 
vicious accusations.

FILM PROGRAMS 

For Spreading Information On Public 
Health In Rural Areas 

Country doctors and district nurses 
have found National Film Board pro¬ 
grams a useful means of spreading 
information on public health in 
farming areas. They frequently ac¬ 
company the Board’s field representa¬ 
tives to Rural Circuit film showings 
and speak on how suggestions in the 
films for improving or maintaining 
health should be applied locally. At 
these ’ showings, health officers also 
have an opportunity to answer ques¬ 
tions on particular problems and dis¬ 
tribute printed material from the pro¬ 
vincial Departments of Public Health. 

Several films are used to draw 
attention to commcn sources of dan¬ 
ger such as infected milk and water, 
and to show what precautions should 
be taken against them. Films on 
properly balanced diets to build re¬ 
sistance against disease are also 
Shown as part of a preventive cafti- 
paign. 

Whole-hearted support has been 
given by the Beard to fight against 
tuberculosis, diphtheria and V.D. 
Films are used both to impress 
audiences with the urgent necessity 
of checking these diseases and to in¬ 
form them of the assistance avail¬ 
able to them for this purpose from 
local and provincial health services. 

A growing interest in plans for 
hospital care has become evident in j 
many farming communities. To com¬ 
ply with special request, films have 
been secured showing the purpose of! 
this form of insurance and exactly \ 
how it works out in practice.

New Treatment 

Being Used For Brain Diseases By! 

Surgeons In Britain 

A new technique likely to revolu-i 
tionize the treatment of brain dis-1 
eases is being practised by surgeons | 
of Saint Mary's Hospital, London, j 
The patient is injected with a solu¬ 
tion of malachite green dye. The 
effect is to turn the diseased tissues 
in the brain green. The normal tissue 
remains white. So well defined is the 
area of unhealthy tissue that the 
surgeon is able to remove it with¬ 
out damaging the brain as a whole. 
The London Sunday Express reports 
that the consulting surgeon to ‘the 
hospital has so far carried out 12 
operations with the aid of this dye. 
He is convinced that it will reduce 
the death rate in brain operations 
not only by ensuring the complete 
removal of the diseased part but by 
preventing a recurrence of the 
trouble. The dye method opens up 
a new afiprcach to the investigation 
of epilepsy, the cause of which is 
still unknown.

Dear Sir: 

After reading in last week’s is¬ 
sue that the overseas personnel 
only are to receive gifts, I decid¬ 
ed to give my opinion on the mat¬ 
ter. 

If gifts are to be given, I think 
that they should be given on a 
point basis, and those that were 
in actual battle be given top pri¬ 
ority. Many of the boys who were 
sent overseas did no more fighting 
than the boys stationed in Canada. 
Again some of the overseas per¬ 
sonnel may not have been in the 
service as long as the boys sta¬ 
tioned in Canada. 

The Rehabilitation Committee 
estimates a donation of approxi¬ 
mately $4,000 towards the gifts. 
It is my opinion that rather than 
give each soldier a small gift 
(most of them probably have wrist 
watches anyway) the whole sum 
of $4,000 could go towards building 
a. public library in honor of all 
service personnel. In this way Cole¬ 
man would be honoring all her war 
heroes, including those who gave 
their lives, and the sacrifice our 
boys made would be remembered 
for generations to come.

TRAINING 

Young persons who hope to be¬ 
come established in industry would 
be well advised to utilize the spe¬ 
cial placement facilities of the na¬ 
tional employment service office, 
Fred J. White, regional superin¬ 
tendent, Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, Winnipeg, said today. 
A special effort is now under way 
by the employment service to in¬ 
terest likely applicants in appren¬ 
ticeship training, he stated, and the 
closest liaison is being developed 
between local offices and provincial 
directors of apprenticeship. 

“We cordially invite all young 
persons, particularly those seeking 
their first job, to come to us and 
discuss their problems. Should they 
show a desire to undertake appren- 
iceship training, they can be as¬ 
sured of every encouragement and 
assistance. In cases where young 
people have already had some ap¬ 
prenticeship training but, for some 
reason or other had to be interrupt 
their training, every effort will be 
made to place them with employers 
where they may continue to serve 
their time and eventually qualify 
as journeymen,” Mr. White said. 

The regional superintendent add¬ 
ed that the Dominion government 
has evinced great interest in ap¬ 
prenticeship training and in this 
connection is assisting the prov¬ 
inces financially.
